‘» ters of England have derived great 

jyantoe ‘vom the introduction of the Print- 

ing |? The use of this valuable machine, 

w hae comparatively of late date, has en- 

j abled these manufacturers to produce a great- 

rv variety of patierns and of neater execution, 

than could possibly be acquired at a small es- 
pense by the pencil, 

As this is a curivus branch of the business, 
it will be proper tu deseribe it a little more 
particularly. .t consits in first printing the 
intended pottern with some metalic colour, 
chiefly th cide of cobalt, on what is called 
silver pape, and then in transferring the 
coor from ihe paper to the surface of the 
porcelain, ‘this style of culuring earthen 
ware is a very ».ccessful imitation of the old 
blue poreclan of China, and of late years has 

lheen the means of extending the cousumma- 
tion of British pottery througheut Europe 
more than any other improvement in the 
manutactory ; fur the poltersof China are to- 
ally unucquantec with the ponting press, 
Sand consequently all ther designs are pro- 
| duced by the pene il alone. 

‘Tias mode of imparting designs to the sur- 
face of the earthen ware or porcelain, and 
which is known inthe trade by the appella- 
tion of blue printing, is managed somewhat 
in the following manner 

One man constant.y attends the press, 
which is very sunilar to our common copper- 
plate printing press; and as soon as he has 
applied the color, which is laid on the cop- 
per in the same manner as the copper-plate 
printers apply the ink, he lays it upon a hot 
iron, to thin the ol with which the color is 
always mixed for this purpose. The oil which 
isused isa pecehar preparation of boiled 
linseed ol. When the color upon the cop- 
per plate is thus reduced to a proper consis 
tence, a sheet of silvered paper is laid over it, 
and the workmen passes it, wuh the paper, 
through the press.

wm lagely prepared in the Statlordehwre pot- 
teries, and sells from 40s. to 64s. the pound, 
according to its intensity and goodecss.

A difference, in point of quality, greater 
than is generally imagined extets between 
salt recently manufactured, and salt which 
has undergone depuration, and been well | 
drained from the brine and bittern, Recent | 
salt is not well adapted for preserving meat, | 
or the uses cf the tacle; it imparts to mests | 
« bard taste, vitiates ther colour, and prevents 
them acquiring that firmness which is essen 
alty their preservation It is, moreover, 
subject to great waste curing its conveyance 
to any distance, as it dissolves in a mort air, 
and runsinto a liquid state. Salt whieh is 
of a good age may be distinguished from 
recent salt, by a taste penetrating yet free 
from bitterness; by the solidity ot its fabric, 
and by its not deliquescing when exposed to 
a@ moist atmosphere,

FASHION. 

We scarecly know any godess of the time that is 
more injtliciously worshipped, or more improperly 
abused—The young and the gay, the thoughtless and 
the vaia, load her temples with unacceptable sacrifi- 
ees, while the ob|, the ascetic, and the cold desecrate 
ler altars with every stone of malice that they can 
east, and villify the worshippers with terms and ap- 
yellations that should owe their application to viee 
rather than fully. 

It la, we acknowledge, vain, worse than vain, for 
human beings at aay time to deck their persons in 
fantastic garb, to distort the shape that the God of 
nature has allowed: h ity, to that of 
iterior animals; it isa low and grovelling ambi- 
tion, betokening a depraved taste, evincing a 
lainentable weakness of intellect, and if not arising 
frou an uncultivated mind, at least, is disorganizing 
and depraving oar best faculues—so much for fash- 
ion in its excess. 





With many, fashion, as an object of censure, con- 
sists merely in the forta, quantity, quality and de- 
eorations of dress; this is undoubtedly an extremely 
bonited view, but in chat form it is worth consider- 
ation, and if space is allowed we may find occasion 
to pursue some of its ramifications. 

If society was constituted upon prineiples entire- 
ly different from those involved in its present exist- 
ence , if natare, with a liberalhand, threw abroad 
her stores; if in this climate our needful food ** un- 
hedged lay open in life's eammon hold bade hi/ 
welcome to the wholesome feast,’ thea indeed the 
principle that created artificial appetites and estab- 
lished desires beyond the geed profusely spread, 
would be at variance with our nature aod sitaation; 
would constitute an evilin itself, and woubl dé- 
serve the ecowure whieh the abuse of principles 
have ealled dowa upon them. But with us the 
brewl is to be earned by the sweat of the brow—it 
is immaterial what ie the extent of wealth, every 
dollar that eireulates, must be earaed by some 
Means; it pessceses, unless in charity, a‘ quid pro 
quo,” and in its descent from the coffers of the rich, 


to “ the hard hand’’ of the poor, though it may | 


pay for superfluity, i rewards labor, and gives 
mcans af comfort to the indigent. It is the natu- 
ral consequenees of wealth, that it ereates new de- 
tires, gives birth to other wants, and renders its 
powessor dependent upon the /ider of those who 
lean upon his wealth—and this is a most salutary 
provision of nature or providenee—for if with the 
acquisition of wealth, came adiminution of expen- 
ditures; i€ desires ecased with the accumulation of 
property, in a few generations the secumulated 
wealth of the earth would rust in the coffers of a 
few misers; and the light of life would become ex- 
tinet in the great mass of the human family, for the 
want of that eireulation which is necessary pri- 
marily to comfort, and subsequently to existence 
eel, We know that there are persoas who hold 
every portion of dress, not neecasary to the de- 
mands of ndigre aml delicacy, evidences of, and 
sacrifices toa vanity inconsistent with the simpli- 
*'y and straightness of Gospel requisitions—am! 
“8 Kea, ina limited state, is frequently advane- 
et to check the propensity to dress in the young, 
we may as well waste an argument upon this por 

tron of the subject, as couneeted with the Serip- 
tures. 

That simplicity of dress, that eschewing of braid- 
ed hair, whieh is the subject of some remarks in 
the Seriptures, isto be considered in reference to 
the times, and the cireamstances attending the pri- 
mitive christians, when it was necessary to distin 
Cush between the professors of christianay, and 
‘hose who almost by their habits, denoted a devo 
Gea to some specific false devy—but aside from 
meh a conskleration, the text may be supposed, and 
thould be considered as refering to the state (of 
the mind under the infleenee cf « vanity that ex- 
hibited itself in an ostentatious display of dress, or 
““y other circumstance of a parade of wealth 
Bur whatever may have been the spirit of the age 
‘0 whch Paal wrote, we are eertin thal in our own 
Ume »anity, faleg pride, a love of diatinetion, and, bet 
0 anid hypocrisy itsels, ave as often cxhibiied m a 
Parteular avoidanee of avy fashion asin a compli- 
sere therewrnh—of eoures 


Vaecpcctable aad excelleat cles 
verament toconforin toa particular standard ia the 
form offecrtain garments—for while they avoid 
certain costly deesrations, they are as remarkable 
for an attachment to the richest and most costly 
material in the substantial part of dress. 

Nor'ts it a fact, as the inconsiderate are apt to af- 
firm, that covtly dress is likely to make their rea- 
son vain; those who from infancy have been accus- 
tomed (o dress in coafurmity to what is usually de- 
nominated the dictates of fashion, are much leas 
susceptible of vanity from any change, than are 
those who from a long use of plain or ordinary 
habits, assume sucdenly, and at alate period, eortly 
raiment, with extraordinary appendages —This is 
a fact which every day experience warrants; it is 
rare that foppery in dress is found among those who 
have seklom known the inconvenience of eomparn- 
tively coarse habits; the real coxeomb is he whose 
eye is smitten, and whose weak mind is turned by 
the novelty of a fashionable dress. Hut the idea 
may be property, and hence profitably pursued in 
another light. Those who dress in a costly manner, 
rarely fabricate their artictes of deedration, we 
speak in a particular manner of females, whose 
dresses are furnished by those of their own ocx, 
whom fortane hath condemned to industry as a 
means of support—how many hundreds fa this 
ety obtain a respectable support by applying to the 
substantial parts of dress, those variations in orna- 
ment which constitute fashion, who, if there was 
no desire on the part of the wealthy to change their 
modes, woukl have to resort to some less eligible 
means of support, end perhaps be more exposed to 
temptation.—Industry is not merely the parent of 
health, it is in a city the guardian of virtue, a’ 
those who pray to be delivered from temptations, 
and deliver themecives or others to ileness, mock 
heaven with petitions that their own folly defeats. 
But to be particular, let any person examine the 
materials that constitute the full dress of a fashion- 
able woman, and see how many females have found 
employment in its fabrication ; if after this exami- 
nation it is not eoneeded that fashion operates as 
an advantage, we shall incline to the opinion that 
the opponents of our doctrine prefer idleness to 
laboar. We have heard it urged that the expen- 
sive decorations of dress being saved, a large fund 
for charity might ensue therefrow—and this is 
urged as an argument by many persons who really 
apj-car to act from good motives, and more [requent- 
ly eonenlt the welfure of others than their own pro- 
fit; but such persons appear to forget that preven- 
tion is better than remedy, and that it is more ao- 
ble, more truiy charitable to preserve from want, 
by affording meavs of industry, than to minister to 
suffering that w want of labor has produced. 

“ When that the poor havx cried, Oesar hath wept,” 
Was the funeral praise of the Triumvir—but 
the more simple yet detter informed Pompilius, 
prevented the cries of the poor, and saved his own 
tears, by parcelling out the land to the citizens, 
and encouraging and rewarding their industry —and 
we would ask whether it is not bettcr to ware a 
portion of wealth in encouraging the industrious, 
and preventing their misfortunes, than in heading 
subseriptions to support them in misery, or reclaim 
them from vice. 

But we have occupied in this essay more space 
than the economy of our paper wiil allow, while it 
appears to us that the subject suggests many re- 
marks not wholly uaworthy of notice; meantime let 
itbe remembered, that it is the soripture praise of a 
virtuous woman that ‘* she shall be clothed im sear- 
let and purple.”

“Near these gardens, and hart by the 
river site, there is a green meadow, a place

On this «pet 
were tr 1 someat the we telhed sic- 
tims of the Revolution. The people of Lyons, 
with a jost senebelity, have named it ' the 
fell of sorrow,” “Camp de la doutcur.” 
“A body of the citizens were carried forth 
to this place, conducted by the Gendarme 

ne. Incrossing the budge they were count. 
ed over, and boing foun! to exe ced the allot. 
ted number by two persona, the commanding 
officer, Vallot, was informed of the curcum- 
stance, an! was ask od, ‘whether two stool 
be wave]? antia such ac which two? 
He replicd, what matter ov ? who cares for 
two, more or jews’? If they go today, they 
alo not gote-morrow.’ They proceeted there 

fore, and 210 men, accompamed by these two 
ill-tated beige, whom acctigat had involyet, 
in the massacre were conducted to dest) 

Their hands were tied behind them, and they 
were bound toa cable, passed from tree to 
tree, along a range of tall willowe; the sol 

divers were drawa up ina opposite fine, 
with two pieces of arGllery, At the appoint. 
ed sigual, thew hinbs blew in every direc 

tion, Vhose who were Wounded, but yet 
not released from the cable cried ont to ther 
boutehers ty finish ther work, and they did 
65 without delay, with the bavonet an! 
bre Their number was such as to render 
the work of butchery long and tatigueing , 
many were left breathing and palpitating in 
the agonies of death, and next mormng many, 
still alive, were buried with the dead, by 
those who came out to pillage and who threw 
Lime on them, ‘stl quick and alwe.” Such us
